1960 Graduating Class History 


The year 1956-57 was a hectic one for 
most of us.

The referee, Mr. Brown, added much excitement to the game with his 
“blindman” antics. 


Although the Eastglen team suffered a few setbacks resulting from 
fouls, they managed to scrounge six points as compared to the refugee’s 
sixteen. (The announcer, Ken Dewar, gave an exciting play by play account 
of the game.) 


A silver collection was taken at the door and the proceeds, amounting 
to $29.00 were donated to the United Nations World Refugee Year Fund. 


“MRS. McTHING" 


The four performances of Mrs. McThing, which was produced by the 
Eastglen Composite High School Drama Classes, amused and delighted 
its large audiences on March 10, 11 and 12. Mrs. McThing, one of the 
major productions of the year, was chosen because of its character 
analysis and because this type of play is different from any other play that 
has been produced on Eastglen’s stage.
